MADE FROM SCRAP IRON 
The Gettysburg Times 
WALTER L FISHER, 
Prussian Chancellor W arns Against De­ 
crees W ithout Consulting Germany. 
Berlin, March 8.—In a speech before 
the diet Chancellor Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg admonished the Curia of the 
Roman See that a persistence In the 
recent tendency to the Issuance of de­ 
crees affecting Germany without pre 
vious consultation with the govern­ 
ment would lead to retaliation. 
The speech was 
cautiously 
and 
diplomatically phrased, hut its tone 
could not be mistaken. The announce­ 
ment that the chancellor would dis­ 
cuss the relations of the government 
with the Vatican as they had been a - 
fee ted by the pope's requirement that 
theological professors take an anti- , 
modernism oath served to till the hall 
as it has been but rarely filled in its 
history. 
Prussia, the 
chancellor said, was 
sincerely desirous of maintaining the , 
present peaceful 
relations with the 1 
Holy See so long as such a course I 
was consistent with its interests and 
prestige. He announced that teachers 
taking the oath of 
anti modernism ; 
would not be permitted in the future | 
to teach history or German in the mid­ 
dle schools. The government likewise, 
he said, would consider the m atter of 
the oath-taking when 
filling 
other 
state post®. He concluded with the 
warning that if the Vatican continued 
to ignore the representations of the 
Prussian minister at the Holy See 
such action might involve the aboli­ 
tion of the legation.
